Labors Eight Years on 694-Page Book 


Alice Boone Traces Family Tree 


By FRANK FARMER 
Staff Writer 


The descendants of Israel 
Boone should be eternally grate- 
ful to his great - great - great - 
granddaughter. 

Miss Alice Boone, 78, of 616 
West Webster, is that relative. 

She recently compiled a fami- 
ly tree of the descendants of Is- 
rael Boone — a brother of the 
famous frontiersman, Daniel — 
wrote an enormous manuscript 
and had it published as a hand- 
some book. 

The book contains 694 pages 
and bears more than 11,000 
names of descendants, plus in- 
teresting family memorabilia 
and a quaint article, “Wagon 
Train Honeymoon and Family 
Life in Gold Rush Days in Early 
California, or Reminiscences of 
a Daughter, Gussie Boone 
Payne.” 

“T had an awful time getting it 
done,” said Miss Boone, who 
was born in Hickory County to 
William and Mary (Roman) 
Boone, “I wanted to have it pub- 
lished by offset printing and, in 
order that the publisher could 
photograph the pages, I bought 
an electric typewriter so the 
touch would be the same on 
each letter. 

“Then, I was afraid I’d make 
strikeovers, so I did the entire 
manuscript hunt - and - peck.”

Thousands of letters went into 
the research for the family 
tome, and when Boone descen- 
dant began contacting Boone 
descendant, thanks to Alice 
Boone’s interest, the informa- 
tion cascaded in, along with pic- 
tures and other interesting infor- 
mation about family ties be- 
lieved long lost. 

When Miss Boone, who taught 
school for seven years, was a 


governess in St. Louis and later 
a printing house employe in Cal- 
ifornia, indicated her desire to 
publish her work — and men- 
tioned that she needed some 
hard cash to do so — the orders 
“poured in.” The entire printing 
of 500 volumes is now sold with 
the exception of some 20 copies, 
and they undoubtedly will be 
snapped up by some of the 
Boone descendants. 

In a preface, Miss Boone 
wrote, “It is not the purpose 
here, to delve into the history of 


the Boone family in the Old 
World (George Boone, the pro- 
genitor, lived and died in Eng- 
land) but to try to establish an 
authentic foundation for our 
heritage in these United States, 
specifically, in this instance, for 
the Israel Boone family, and to 
gather together in one volume, 
the names and family records of 
as many of his descendants as 
can be obtained.” 

Miss Boone noted, ‘‘The word 


descendant has been so bandied 
about, especially as concerns 
the famous Daniel Boone, that 
many seem unable to dis- 
tinguish it from that of other 
relationships. In order to be a 
direct descendant of the famous 
pioneer, it is necessary that he 
be in a direct line in one’s line- 
age — that is, he must be a 
grandfather in some degree, the 
number of greats preceding the 
word grandfather depending on 
the number of the generation of 
the person in question.

“We, of this Israel Boone ling 
are not, any of us, descendants 
of Daniel, but he is the uncle oj 
us all, the number of greats, as 
stated above, depending on the 
number of the generation of 
which the one in question is a 
part.” 


Israel Boone was the second 
child of Squire Boone and his 
wife, Sarah Morgan Boone, 
while Daniel was the sixth child 
of the couple who, all told, had 
11 children. 

Israel Boone was born in 
Bucks County, Pa., married in 
Berks County at age 21, but the 
name of his wife has been lost to 
history, Miss Alice Boone re- 
ports in her book. ‘‘The Boones 
all being members of the 
Society of Friends, the young 
folks were supposed to marry 
within the Church; and _ its 
monthly meeting minutes, ordi- 
narily so thorough in recordings 
of the births, marriages and 
deaths of its members, stating 
only that Israel had ‘married 
out,’ the entry having been 
made 31 December, 1747.” 

The “marriage out” is be- 
lieved to have precipitated a 
break by the entire Squire 
Boone Family from the Society 
of Friends, and Squire and Is. 
rael and families moved to 


North Carolina, where Israei 
died at about 30 years of age, 
leaving two sons — Jesse and 
Jonathan, and two daughters, 
Elizabeth and Sarah.

Miss Alice Boone is descended 
from the line of Jonathan Boone. 
Of her father, William Edgar, 
she writes, ‘“‘Born 6 April, 1856, 
about six miles from Quincy, he 
died 14 April, 1947, in 
Weaubleau. 

“will Boone was a farmer, 
and his life-long hobby was sing- 
ing. In his youth, he had attend- 
ed the old-time ‘singing schools’ 
taught by early German set- 
tlers, who were masters of their 
trade, And Will Boone became 

one of their most interested stu- 
dents. His understanding of the 
‘Rudiments of Music’ as taught 


in their classes has seldom been 
excelled. 

“His rich and resonant voice, 
with its wide range of tone, en- 
abled him to sing any one of the 
four parts of hymns, with ease, 
and he could, without the aid of 
a musical instrument, obtain the 
pitch of the song to accom- 
modate all parts, merely by 
glancing at the music, then sing- 
ing from the lowest base note to 
the highest soprano note of the 
particular song to be sung. He 
was never happier than when he 
could gather with others in 
churches or other congrega- 
tions, to sing, and his services 
were always in demand in such 
places.”

When Will Boone married 
Mary Amelia Roman in Cecil 
County, Md., Miss Boone writes, 
“they rode horseback, on that 
winter day, a distance of about 
10 miles, to the home of the old 
pioneer minister, the Rev. John 
D. Simms, to be married. Mary 
Roman was of early Quaker 
stock, and was from a family 
with strong literary inclinations 
and amazingly keen memories.” 

But Miss Alice Boone is well 
aware that even the keenest 


‘memory is not sufficient to 


maintain the branches of a fam- 
ily tree generation after gener- 
ation. 

And this is why she labored 
for eight years to prepare her 
monumental ‘Descendants of 
Israel Boone.”

The Daniel Boone Home stands in an enchanting wooded 
hillside setting, surrounded by stately elms, including the 
16'4-ft. in girth Judgment Tree. This four-story Georgian- 
style structure is as staunch and solid as the remarkable 
man who conceived it. Begun in 1803 and completed in 
1810, the house resembles Daniel’s birthplace in Penn- 
sylvania and ancestral Boone residences in Devon, Eng- 
land. Built on his son Nathan’s tract of land, this house 
was to be home to Daniel until his death in 1820. 


Daniel supervised construction of the house and hand- 
crafted many parts of the structure himself. It is indeed 
a marvel in construction and a monument to the ingenuity 
of the early settlers of the Femme Osage valley who 
helped to build it. The blue limestone of the 244-ft. thick 
walls were quarried in the area and brought to the site 
of the house by oxen where Daniel directed the laying of 
the walls. Because of the danger of Indian attack, gun 
ports were built on either side of the front door. All 
: beams and other woodwork in the house are of black wal- 
nut from the adjacent woods and were hewn and finished 
__ by hand. Five walnut fireplaces in the house were carved 
Boone himself. All doors throughout the two-story 
re are hand- crafted.

new era in America’s westward push. And here in the peaceful Femme Osage valley, this colorful 
explorer, this perpetual wanderer, found the place he would always call home. 


Step back into the long ago, into the days when Missouri 
territory was the wild frontier and when all the excite- 
ment and glory of a growing young nation was embodied 
in farsighted men such as Daniel Boone. 


Here at Daniel Boone’s home in the lovely Femme 
Osage valley near Defiance, Missouri, history lives on 

. along the trails he walked in search of game, among 
the many mementos in the ruggedly beautiful house he 
built on a wooded hillside. The Daniel Boone country is 
yours to enjoy. 


This is the land Daniel came to in 1799 before the 
Louisiana Purchase as “syndic” of Spanish-ruled Missouri 
territory. With 50 other families from Kentucky, he and 
his wife Rebecca came to settle the peaceful valley and 
make it flourish. Even now, more than a century and a 
half later, the Femme Osage valley still retains the same 
aura of rugged and natural beauty it had when Daniel came 
here and fell in love with the area. You, too, will find a 
peacefulness here, untouched by the bustling civilization 
we now know. 


A Frontiersman's long rifle and powder horn still hang 
over the Great Fireplace in the dining room of the house, 
just as they did when he often took them down to take on 
scouting and trapping trips or to quell restless Indians. 
Authentic mementos of Daniel’s era such as this abound 
in the house which has been restored and furnished in 
the style of Daniel's day. This rugged stone house is a 
living memorial to this giant of the American frontier. 


The valley and its stream received their names from 
Daniel. As legend has it, when he arrived he was greeted 
by a small band of Osage Indians, at that time the only 
inhabitants of the region. An Indian woman in the party 
fell into the swollen stream and drowned. Daniel’s remark 
of “Femme Osage” gave the valley and stream the name 
they still bear. 


No matter where Daniel’s wandering took him. . . 
blazing the Boonslick trail or as far west as Yellowstone, 
his trail always led back to his beloved Femme Osage 
valley, Here Daniel found happiness and here you can find 
a glimpse back into the history of America and the build- 
ing of the West. 


Here, where Daniel Boone lived and died, you can find 
much to delight the whole family. A wide panorama of 
early Americana can be found in the house and the ad- 
joining museum. The beautiful surrounding country offers 
you a delightful jaunt into a historically-rich past. Be 
sure to bring your camera and capture the scenic and 
historic wonder of Daniel Boone’s Femme Osage valley.

Despite his exploring, Daniel supervised construction of 
the house and did much of the work himself. See the man- 
tels he carved, the gun ports beside the frent door from 
which the Boones and their neighbors warded off Indian 
attack, the small room to the right of the north entrance 
where Daniel died after a short illness when he was 86 
years of age, on September 26, 1820. Here indeed, is a 
trip through time into the historic past when our nation 
was being built.
